WAR  NEWS! 


New  York,  April  25. 
Captain  Andrew  Talbott,  of  the  United 
States  Topographical  Engineers,  a  native  of 
Connecticut,  has  gone  to  Richmond  to  super- 
intend tiie  manufacture  of  arms  to  he  used 
by  the  Government.  The  Union  Com- 
liiittee  have  purchased  sixteen  rifled  can- 
non of  West  Point  for  the  use  of  our  volun- 
teers. 

Engraved  plates  for  bonds  and  banknotes 
for  the  Confederate  States  have  been  seized 
in  two  bank  note  engraving  establishments, 
in  Wall  street,  to-day. 

The  Canard  steamship  Kedar  has  been 
chartered  by  Government;  also  the  steamer 
Champion. 

General  Beauregard  has  not  yet  started, 
but  rumor  said  2,500  troops  would  leave  that 
night  to  march  on  the  Capital. 

Citizens  of  Wilmington,  X.  C,  had  seized 
the  steamer  Georgia. 

The  Baltic,  Columbia,  Harriet  Lane  and 
Cuyler  were  seen  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay. 

It  is  stated  that  the  sloop  Sunshine  was 
fired  into  off  Yorktown,  and  in  carrying  saij 
to  escape  capsized.  Theschooner  AliccEllis 
was  seized. 

Advices  from  Norfolk  state  that  Captains 
Rogers  and  White  were  prisoners  in  the  hands 
of  the  authorities. 

Xkw  Orleans,  April  25. 

The  steamer  Cahawba,  of  the  New  Orleans 
and  New  York  line,  was  seized  at  one 
o'clock  ibis  morning,  but  was  subsequently 
released  by  order  of  the  Montgomery  Gov- 
ernment, ami  sailed  at  six  this  evening. 

Accounts  from  the  upper  parishes  say  that 
the  military  excitement  is  increasing,  and 
volunteer  companies  are  forming  rapid- 
ly.   The  planters  are  offering  money  freely. 

Rumors  from  an  authentic  source  lias 
reached  Brazos  that  the  Mexicans  are  get- 
ting up  another  Guerilla  warfare  against  the 
citizens  on  the  Kio  Grande,  above  Browns- 
ville. The  town  of  lioma  has  been  pillaged 
and  burnt,  and  many  American  families  have 
been  murdered.  Brownsville  also  has  been 
threatened. 

Wheei.im;.  Ya.,  April  25. 
The  Bell  and  Everett  men  of  this  Con- 
gressional District  met  in  convention  in  this 
City  to-day,  and  accepted  the  nominee  of  the 
Douglas  Democrats,  W.  G.  Brown,  of  Pres- 
ton county,  as  their  candidate  for  Congress. 
Resolutions  were  adopted  approving  of  the 
Harrison  county  preamble  and  resolutions, 
which  condemn  the  course  of  Eastern  VuS 
ginia,  and  recommend  all  Northwestern  coun- 
ties to  send  delegates  to  a  convention  at 
Wheeling  on  the  13th  of  May.  Strong 
Union  sneeches  were  made,  and  every 
thing  was  transacted  with  perfect  unanimi- 
ty. 

The  prevalent  belief  here  is  that  there  will 
be  a  div  ision  of  the  state. 

Philadelphia,  April  25. 

General  Lamon,  from  Washington,  reports 
the  following  as  Mr.  Lincoln's  reply  to  the 
Baltimore  Commissioners,  asking  for  peace, 
concluding  thus:  "Gentlemen,  now  go  home; 
tell  your  people  if  they  won't  attack  us,  we 
won  t  attack  them  ;  it  they  attack  us,  we 
will  retaliate  severely.  Troops  must  come 
to  Washington,  and  that  through  Maryland, 
errttt  they  Hutu. 

Gov.  Hicks  issued  a  proclamation  conven- 
ing the  Legislature  for  to-morrow. 

In  consequence  of  the  Federal  troops  at 
Annapolis,  there  is  a  probability  of  reopen- 
ing travel  to  and  from  Washington,  by  order 
of  General  Scott. 

It  is  reported  that  over  two  thousand  south- 
ern troops  arrived  at  Norfolk  on  Tuesday, 
destination  secret 

Every  endeavor  has  been  used  with  the 
authorities  of  Baltimore  to  permit  the  re- 
opening of  telegraphic  communication,  but 
so  far  they  have  been  unsuccessful. 

Boston-,  April  25. 
Officers  of  the  frigate  Niagara,  just  arriv- 
ed from  Japan,  who  are  Southerners,  have 
resigned.  The  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
United  States  was  administrated  anew  to 
the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Niagara,  ami  all 
but  four  subscribed  to  it.  Their  names  will 
be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

Detroit,  April  25. 
The  straits  of  Mackinaw  are  open.  The 
propeller  Prairie  State  arrived  thisj morning 
from  Chicago,  the  first  boat  through.  The 
< Governor  has  called  an  extra  session  of  the 
Legislature  to  meet  May  7.  Five  regiments 
have  been  ottered  to  the  Governor  and  new 
ones  are  organizing. 

IIarrisbl'rg.  April  25. 
I '.i--engcrs  arrived  here  by  the  Northern 
Central  road  say  all  is  quiet  in  Baltimore — 
all  the  wholesale  houses  closed — all  clerks 
over  fourteen  years  of  age  were  required  to 
enlist;  many  were  leaving  the  city  in  conse- 
quence. Five  cars  arrived  at  Chambers- 
burgh,  tilled  with  families  flying  from  Balti- 
more. Baltimore  money  is  ten  per  cent,  be- 
low par  there,  and  Pennsylvania  money  is 
being  exchanged  for  gold  and  silver. 

Philadelphia,  April  25. 

The  latest  news  from  Annapolis  states  that 
the  road  is  open  to  Washington. 

There  is  no  confirmation  of  a  reported  at- 
tack on  Fort  Pickens,  but  rumors  continue 
to  receive  credence.  The  Portsmouth  (Ya.) 
Transcript  of  Tuesday  says  "dispatches  re- 
ceived last  night  say  Fort  Pickens  was  taken 
by  the  Southern  troops,  with  a  loss  of  2,500. 
men." 

Philadelphia,  April  25. 

The  schooner  Lucas  was  fired  into  in 
Chesapeake  Bay  by  two  schooners,  which 
had  no  colors,  but  escaped. 

A  gentleman  who  passed  through  Wil- 
mington, N.  C,  on  Saturday,  learned,  from 
the  railroad  conductor  that  arrangements 
were  being  made  to  convey  troops  from 
Charleston  to  Richmond  ;  2.000  were  then 
on  the  way. 

New  York,  April  25. 
A  gentleman  from  Washington,  eta  Relay 
House  and  Wheeling,  reports  that  the  Seces- 
sionists have  planted  a  battery  of  four  guns 
at  Harper's  Ferry,  commanding  the  bridge 
Trains  are  stopped  and  examined,  and  the 
road  lor  a  mile  was  lineil  with  soldiers.  At 
Wheeling  a  strong  Union  feeling  prevailed. 
2,500  men  were  under  arms. 

Indianapolis,  April  25. 

Governor  Morton  delivered  his  message 
to  the  Legislature  this  afternoon.  He  rec- 
ommends the  appropriation  of  $  1 .000.000  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  arms  and  muni- 
tions of  war,  and  for  the  organization  of  such 
portion  of  the  militia  as  may  be  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  present  emergency. 

He  recommends  the  passage  of  a  law  de- 
fining and  punishing  treason  against  the 
State. 

In  alluding  to  the  present  trouble,  he  says 
we  should  approach  the  contest,  not  as  par- 
tisans, but  as  patriots  who  cast  aside  every 


selfish  consideration  when  danger  threatens 
our  country.  The  struggle  is  one  in  which 
we  enter  with  the  deepest  reluctance.  If  the 
people  of  the  seceding  States  put  themselves 
in  the  attitude  of  public  enemies,  they  must 
bear  the  responsibility. 

To  our  sister  State,  Kentucky,  we  turn  with 
hope  and  affection.  I  appeal  to  her  by  the 
ties  of  common  kindred  to  maintain  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  L'nion. 

Louisville,  April  25. 
A  proposition  has  been  made  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Kentucky  to  the  Governor  of  Ohio 
that  the  Governors  of  the  Border  States  pro- 
pose to  the  United)  States  Government  to 
become  arbitrators  between  the  contending 
parties  in  the  present  difficulties. 

Nashville,  April  25. 
The  Legislature  convened,  and  has  been  in 
secret  session.    Reporters  have  been  exclu- 
ded.   The  contents  of  the  Governor's  mes- 
sage are  unknown. 


Now  and  Then. — The  Richmond  Enquirer 
is  now  one  of  the  most  rabid  of  the  ultra  se- 
cession journals.  In  1814  it  was  conducted 
by  Mr.  T.  Ritchie,  and  in  Jspeaking  of  the 
Hartford  Convention  it  expressed  the  follow- 
ing sound  opinions: 

The  Union  it  in  Danger. — Turn  to  the  Con- 
vention of  Hartford  aud'learn  to'{  tremble  at 
the  madness  of  its  authors.  How  far  will 
such  mailmen  advance?  Though  they  may 
conceal  from  you  the  project  of  disunion, 
though  a  few  of  them  may  have  concealed  it 
from  themselves,  yet  who  will  pretend  to  set 
bounds  to  the  rage  of  disaffection?  One 
false  step  after  another  may  lead  them  to  re- 
sistance to  the  laws,  to  a  treasonable  neu- 
trality, to  a  war  against  the  Government  of 
the  United  States.  In  truth,  the  first  act  of 
resistance  to  the  law  is  treason  to  the  United 
States.  Are  you  ready  for  this  stateof  things? 
Will  you  support  the  men  who  would  plunge 
you  into  this  ruin? 

Xo  man,  no  association  of  men,  no  Slate  or  set 
of  Stales  has  a  rijht  io  withdraw  itself  from 
this  Union  of  its  own  aecOfft  The  same  pow- 
er which  knit  us  together  can  only  tin k nit. 
The  same  formality  which  forged  the  links 
•f  the  Union  is  necessary  to  dissolve  it. 
The  majority  of  States  which  form  the  Union 
must  consent  to  the  withdrawal  of  anyone 
branch  of  it.  Until  that  consent  has  been 
obtained,  any  attempt  to  dissolve  the  Union, 
or  obstruct  the  efficiency  of  its  constitution- 
al laws,  is  treason — treason  toall  intentsand 
purposes.  Any  other  doctrine,  such  as  that 
which  has  been  lately  held  forth  by  the 
Federal  Republican,  that  any  one  State  may 
withdraw  itself  from  the  Union,  is  an  abom- 
inable heresy — which  strips  its  author  of  ev- 
ery possible  pretension  to  the  name  or  char- 
acter of  Federalist. 

We  call,  therefore,  upon  the  Government 
of  the  Union  to  exert  its  energies  when  the 
season  shall  demand  it.  and  seize  the  first 
traitor  who  shall  spring  out  of  the  hot  bed 
of  the  Convention  of  Hartford.  This  illus- 
trious Union  which  has  been  cemented  by 
the  blood  of  our  forefathers,  the  pride  of 
America  and  the  wonder  ol  the  world,  must 
not  be  tamely  sacrificed  to  the  heated  brains 
or  the  aspiring  hearts  of  a  few  malcontents 
The  Union  must  be  snved  when  any  oneshall 
dare  to  assail  it. 

Countrymen  of  the  East!  We  call  upon 
you  to  keep  a  vigilant  eye  upon  those  wretch- 
ed men  who  would  plunge  us  into  civil  war 
and  inevitable  disgrace.  Whatever  may  be 
the  temporary  calamities  which  may  assail 
us,  let  us  swear  upon  the  altar  of  our  OMID- 
Irv  to  save  the  Union. 

JUcjrWe  have  been  furnished  with  the  fol- 
lowing extracts  of  a  letter  from  a  citizen  of 
Texas]  to  his  brother  in  Louisville,  and  for 
whose  credibility  we  can  vouch  : 

"I  have  owing  to  me  about  $1700,  on  as 
good  men  as  are  in  the  country.  I  have  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  head  of  cattle  and 
eighteen  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  with  all 
of  this,  I  cannot  raise  one  dollar  for  neces- 
sities. If  we  have  a  failure  in  the  wheat 
crop,  people  will  actually  starve." 

"It  is  true  that  there  is  wheat  now  in  the 
country,  but  the  holders  of  it  will  not  let 
it  go  without  money,  which  it  is  impossible 
to  get." 

"Anarchy,  misery  and  ruin  reign  supreme 
in  Texas.  All  law  and  order  are  at  an  end, 
and  each  man  has  to  carry  his  revolver  and 
bowie  knife  every  time  he  steps  out  of  his 
house,  as  such  a  course  is  his  only  protec- 
tion." 

"A  few  weeks  ago,  a  valuable  tract  of  land 
of  C  IO  acres  was  sold  at  Sheriff's  sale  at  thir- 
teen cents  an  acre.  One  year  ago  it  would 
have  brought  six  dollars  an  acre." 

"Some  time  since  I  refused  eight  dollars 
an  acre  for  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  acres.  Two  days  ago  1  offered  it  at 
two  dollars  an  acre  to  the  same  man  who 
had  ottered  me  the  eight  dollars,  but  he  re- 
fused to  buy  it  at  any  price." 
The  letter  is  dated  March  29,  1861. 

The  Call  fob  Troops. — The  National  In- 
telligencer of  the  18th  inst.  says: 

"After  the  several  levies  of  the  respective 
States  shall  have  been  raised  and  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States  it  may 
be  that  no  occasion  will  arise  for  such  opera- 
tions as  to  call  lor  their  active  employment. 
They  will  simply  be  in  readiness  to  obey  the 
summons  of  the  Government  in  case  of  any 
attack,  actual  or  meditated  upon  the  Federal 
Capital  or  other  property  of  the  Union.  The 
idea  that  they  are  to  be  employed  for  the 
" subjugation  of  the  South  is  simply"  pre- 
posterous, for  no  such  "  subjugation  "  is  pos- 
sible by  any  number  of  troops,  and  the  pur 
pose  of  "  invasion  "  is  expressly  disclaimed 
by  the  Administration.  The  very  fact,  there- 
fore, that  no  existing  emergency  can  demand 
the  intervention  of  75  000  men,  especially 
when  taken  in  connexion,  with  the  short  pe 
riod  for  which  they  are  enlisted,  (three 
months,)  serves  to  show  that  they  have  been 
summoned  in  prospect  of  contingent  event 
ualities,  which  may  never  arise,  if  only  the 
people  of  the  Border  Slaveholding  States  shall 
determine  to  exert  their  jiotential  influence  in 
favor  of  the  Union  and  of  the  preservation 
of  the  public  peace. 


An  Arkausm  FaitVteil. 

"Persimmons,  Jr.,"  in  the  Spirit  of  the 
Times,  gives  an  account  of  the  parting  of 
Old  Ben  Winnie  of  Arkansas,  with  his  son 
Joe,  who  was  leaving  home  for  business  in 
Texas.  The  old  man  was  accustomed  to 
deal  in  euchreism,  and  bis  discourse  is  en- 
livened by  similes  that  the  smoking-car 
passengers  on  some  of  our  longest  local  rail- 
way trains  will  understand.  Thus  the  story 
runs: 

In  course  of  time  Uncle  Winnie's  eldest 
son,  a  boy  of  some  eighteen  years  of  age, 
v.  a-  most  unexpectedly  invited  to  what  Was 
then  the  new  County  of  Texas.  A  distant 
relative,  who  desired^an  assistant,  offered 
great  inducements,  and  Winnie  Junior,  a 
chip  of  the  old  block,  and  a  real  honor  to 
Arkansas,  made  bia^preparationsffor the  first 
time  to  leave  home.  Hi* mother  treated  the 
thing  a  good  deal  as  mothers  do,  and  filled 
up  the  time  before  his  departure  with  cry- 
ing, packing  up  a  trunk,  ami  making  cake 
fizins."  Old  Winnie  took  a  most  grasping 
and  philosophical  view  of  the  matter.  He 
remarked  that  life  was  ajlpack  of  cards,  and 
that  your  success  depended  upon  how  they 
were  dealt  out.  He  said  he  knew  fellows 
who  never  could  get  above  a  four  spot,  and 
never  enough  of  them  to  make  more  nor  a 
pair.  He'd  knowed  others,  again,  who  al- 
ways had  their  hands  full  of  queens  and 
aces;  and  even  if  the  denl  runs  low,  they 
would  get  two  pairs,  or  three  deuces,  that 
war  even  better  in  this  case  than  "picters.' 
In  short,  Uncle  Winnie  said'some  men  had 
luck;  play  as  they  would,  they  couldn't  in 
fact  help  winning,  whether  they  set  down 
with  green  ones,  or  took  a  shy  at  "the  ti- 
ger." 

At  last  the  "boy"  was  about  to  take  his 
departure:  his  mother  gave  him  her  last  kiss, 
and  her  most  fervent  blessing,  and  Uncle 
Winnie  accompanied  him  to  the  wagon  that 
was  to  take  him  to  the  steamboat  landing 
The  moment  of  leaving  came  "^he  had  held 
up  wonderfully  all  through  the  preliminaries, 
but  now  his  heart  was  too  full,  and  he  broke 
out  as  follows : 

"Boh,  you  are  about  leaving  home  for 
strange  parts.  You're  going  to  throw  me 
out  of  the  game  and  go  it  alone.  The  odds 
is  agin  you,  Bob,  but  remember  always  that 
industry  and  perseverence  are  the  winning 
cards  ;  they  are  the  'bowers.'  " 

"Book  laming  ami  all  that  sort  of  thing 
will  do  to  fill  up  with,  like  small  trumps,  but 
you  must  have  the  bowers  to  back  'em,  else 
they  aint  worth  shut  ilea  If  luck  runs  agin 
you  pretty  strong,  don't  cave  in  and  look  like 
a  sick  chicken  on  a  rainy  day,  but  hold 
your  head  up  and  make  'em  believe  you're 
flush  of  trumps:  then  they  won't  play  so 
hard  agin  you. 

"I've  lived  and  traveled  around  some. 
Bob,  and  I've  found  out  that  assoon  as  folks 
thought  you  held  a  weak  hand,  they'd  buck 
agin  you  strong.  So  when  you're  sorter 
weak,  keep  on  a  bold  front,  but  play  cau- 
tious; be  satisfied  with  a  pint.  Many's  the 
baud  I've  seen  euchred  'cause  they  played 
for  too  much. 

"  Keep  your  eyes  well  skinned,  Bob;  don't 
let  'em  'nig'  on  you;  recollect  the  game  lays 
as  much  with  the  head  as  with  the  hands. 
Be  temperate;  never  get  druuk,  for  then,  no 
matter  how  good  your  hand  you  won't  know 
how  to  play  it ;  both  bowers  and  the  ace 
won't  save  you,  for  there's  sartain  to  he  a 
'misdeal'  or  something  wrong.  And  another 
thing,  Bob.  (this  was  spoken  in  a  low  tone 
and  in  Bob's  ear.)  don't  go  too  much  on  the 
women;  queens  is  kinder  poor  cards;  the 
more  you  have  of  'em  the  worse  for  you  ;  you 
might  have  three  and  nary  trump  I  don't 
say  discard  em  all;  jf  you  get  hold  of  one 
that's  a  trump,  it's  all  good  ami  thar's  sar- 
tain to  he  one  out  of  four. 

•And  above  all,  Bob.  be  honest;  never 
take  a  man's  trick  wot  don't  belong  to  you; 
nor  'slip  cards,'  nor  'fig,'  for  then  you  can't 
look  your  man  in  the  face,  and  when  that  s 
the  case  there's  no  fun  in  the  game;  it's  a 
regular  cut  throat.'  So  now,  Bob.  farewell: 
remember  what  1  tell  vou,  and  you'll  be. sure 
to  win,  and  it  you  don  t,  serves  you  right  to 
get  skunked!" 

Old  Winnie's  feelings  now  overcame  him, 
and  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  he  concluded: 

"  Good  by  agin.  Bob,  and  God  bless  you! 
Be  a  man,  and  do  honor  to  your  native  State, 
and  never  be  so  mean  as  to  run  for  the  Leg- 
islature, or  try  to  get  i.ito  Congress;  to  do 
either  is  worse.than  kcepinga  sweat-cloth  at 
a  mule  race,  or  thimble-rigger  at  a  negro- 
camp-ineeting." 

Here  the  old  man  fell  upon  Bob's  neck; 
the  two  wept  together  and  parted. 


JSa?*Wc  clip  the  following  paragraph  from 
the  Cincinnati  Commercial: 

To  Kentucky. — There  is  one  fact  which 
we  wish  every  Kenttickian  could  be  brought 
to  understand.

To  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  his- 
tory of  civil  wars,  and  are  now,  perhaps,  re- 
joicing at  the  prospects  of  a  "brush,"  we 
would  commend  the  following.  It  will 
give  them  a  pretty  correct  idea  of  what  we 
may  surely  expect  ^unless  reason  rules  the 
day: 

■  As  a  warning  to  the  American  people  at  tfail 
time,  they  should  read  the  history  of  Ihe  French 
Revolution,  and  contemplate  its  horrible  results. 
The  extent  to  which  blood  was  shed  during  it* 
continuunce  will  hardly  be  credited  by  the  present 
age,  but  it  is  correctly  stated  that  the  number  of 
victims  reached  1,023,861*  Of  this  number  18,- 
60!  were  guillotined  by  the  order  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary Tribunals  :  :t-,000  were  victims  under 
Carrier  at  Xante;  32,000  at  Lyons;  3,400  women 
died  of  premature  child-birth;  343  in  child-birth 
from  grief :  and  there  were  . -.lain,  during  the  war 
in  La  Vendee,  900.000  Men,  16,000  women,  and 
21!. 000  children.  In  this  enumeration  aro  not 
comprehended  the  massacre  at  Versailles,  at  the 
Abbey,  the  Cannes,  and  other  prisons,  on  the  2d 
of  September;  the  victims  fthot  at  Toulon  and 
Marseilles,  or  the  persons  slain  in  the  little  town 
of  Bcdoin,  of  which  the  whole  population  per- 
ished. 

This  is  but  the  history,  embracing  a  very 
brief  period,  of  a  single  nation.  If  the  rec- 
ords of  all  other  nations  that  have  foolishly 
warred  with  each  other,  were  written  and 
compressed  within  a  narrow  compass,  what 
consternation  and  horror  would  be  excited! 
Reckless  men,  though  not  truly  brave,  may 
look  these  dangers  in  the  face,  but  let  them 
give  a  passing  thought  to  the  thousands  of 
innocent,  helpless  ones  that  must  be  involved 
in  the  horrid  catastrophe. 

The  Secession  party  in  Kentucky  have 
withdrawn  their  ticket  for  the  Border  State 
Convention.  The  apology  is,  that  there 
is  no  use  for  it  now;  that  no  such  Con- 
vention will  be  held.  &c.  On  the  contrary, 
such  a  Convention  will  be  held.  It  is  onlv 
a  question  of  time;  and  a  short  time  at  that. 
There  is  a  better  reason  for  the  withdrawal 
of  this  ticket.
